Suicide of a Prominent Physicians. 


N E W ALBANY, Ind., Oct. 5,—Dr. R. 
C. Knoefel. instead of going to Canada, 
has been safely concealed at his resi- 
dence, on Lower State street, since his 
forgery exploits were revealed. 
Yester- 
day morning the startling announcement 
was made that he took a dose of mor- 
phine with suicidal intent, and he died 
at 9:30 o'clock, surrounded by his dis- 
graced father, mother, brothers and de- 
voted wife, who clung to him at his death 
bed with indescribable love and aflfec- 
tion. Not infrequently did she attempt 
to kill herself, as she said she wanted to 
join him. Thus ends the career of a 
leading and prosperous physician, with 
a host of friends who intended to make 
the forgeries good had he lived.

FOUR O'CLOCK P. M. 
GRAND OVATION ! 


Given the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
Upon Tlieir Arrival at Chica- 


fTO This Morning. 


ST. LOTUS, Oct. 5.—The train made 
few stops after leaving St. Louis. 
The 
president rose early and spent some time 
alone on the rear of the car. At the wa- 
tering station a crowd of a hundred or 
more gathered about the platform and 
stared at short range at the president, 
while beside the track two enthusiasts 
were loading >nd firing a six pounder 
rapidly. 
The president tried to en- 
ter into conversation, but the interview 
was not a success. 
Finally he reached 
down his hand toward a red cheeked of 
eighteen who blushingly put up her own 
in response. 
The ice was broken and 
immediately there was a rush and an up- 
reaching of hands for a shake. 


CmoAoo, Oct. 5.—The train bearing 
President Cleveland and wife arrived in 
this city at 9:10 this morning. 
There 
was a loud shout from the crowd followed 
with cheers as the distinguished pair 
walked across the platform to their car- 
riages. 
There must have been 50,000 
people gathered within a few blocks of 
the station. 
All the streets leading to 
that thoroughfare were choked up com- 
pletelv with the press of human beings. 
As the presidents carriage moved away 
the military, (four companies of caval- 
and ' artillery), formed 
around 
and the tumultuous 
crowd, with 
wild cheering fell in behind. The presi- 
dent took off his hat the moment he got 
into the carriage and bowed and smiled • 
the roaring cheers went up. 
He 
seemed well pleased with his welcome. 
Mrs. Cleveland wore a black travelling, 
dress and although wearied from her 
long journey, she looked fresh and 
charming as usnal. Down 23rd street, 
Wabash avenne and 35th street the 
people were packed as never before 
the history of Chicago. On tops of 
houses and in windows were crowds 
eager faces and from roofs float- 
streamers, 
evidently 
improvised 
hurriedly for the occasion. Down at 22d 
street, where the procession began there 
was a repetition of the depot scene. 


The proceasion started from 22d street 
promptly at 10 o'clock in the following 
order:

As the procession moved along the 
president was kept busy bowing and 
smiling and most of the time his head 
was uncovered. It was a succession of 
ovations all along the route. 
When the 
head of the procession reached the grand 
stand at the auditorium the president 
and reception committee took 
their 
places on the reviewing stand, and it 
was 10 o'clock when the last of the pro- 
cession had passed in review. 
Mayor 
Roche then addressed the president, 
welcoming him to Chicago. The presi- 
dent responded as follows: ''It was 
soon after the election in 1884 that an 
old resident of your city was earnestly 
urging me to pay you a visit. He en- 
deavored to meet all objections that were 
stated and insisted with unyielding per- 
tinacity that the invitation should be 
accepted. At last, and after all per- 
suasion seemed to fail, he vehemently 
broke 
out with these declarations 
'The people where I live don't think 
a man is lit for a president who has never 
been in Chicago." I have off ten thought 
of this incident since then and some times 
I have felt that I was not doing for the 
people and the public welfare all that 
might be done, or all I would like to do. 
I have wondered whether things would 
not have gone on better if I had visited 
Chicago. It has, I believe, been publicly 
stated on one or more occasions when 
the shortcomings of the present cheif 
executive were under discussion, that 
nothing better could be expected of a 
man 
who never went west. 
Some 
designated the spot on the river, and this 
I suppose, means the same thing that 
my Chicago friend meant, and involves 
the same accusation. If my alleged of- 
ficial crimes and misdemeanors are thus 
charitaby accounted for, I shall not 
complain. 
All have heard of Ohioago, 
if they have not seen it. for every one ot 


' your people seems to have organized J 
himself as a committee to spread its 
: glories abroad. 
And now that I am 
here I feel like saying with the queen of 
Sheba: 
'The 
half 
was 
not told 
me." My amosement is greatly in- 
creased when I recall a little- recent his- 
tory. " The president then referred to 
the forts of early history and the subse- 
quent 'growth of Chicago. 
He closed 
with an exhortation to Chicagoans to 
visit Washington and keep watch on the 
men there, whose administration of the 
government must be wLse in order to 
continue the present prosperity of the 
country. 
EX-GOV. WASHBURNE. 


SPBINGFIED, Mass., Oct. 5.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor Wm. B. Washburn, of Greenfield, 
dropped dead on the platform at the 
City hall at the morning session of the 
board of foreign missions, a little before 
10 o'clock. 


After the reading of Secretary Smith's 
report the announcement was made of 
the death of ex-Governor Washburn, 
which had occurred in the ante-room 
very suddenly of apoplexy during the 
reading of the report. 
A hush fell upon 
the vast assemblage and the tones of 
President Bartlett's touching 
prayer 
sounded as if uttered in a family circle 
of mourners. Meanwhile the work went 
on in the room cloae by. This was as 
Governor Washburn would have had it. 
Rev. Dr. Judson Smith read the report 
on missions of China, Africa and the 
Pacific Islands. Five of the missionaries 
have been established ovpr twelve years. 
Four have been planted 
but seven 
years. Several missionaries have died 
this year. 
The truth is gaining a foot- 
hold in China and the people welcome 
the missionaries. The number of con- 
verts has doubled in ten years and now 
exceeds 30,000. In Africa the Zulu 
mission is prosperous. 
The churches 
report an increase of 129 members in a 
total of 969 schools. 
The growing tem- 
perance cause is gaining ground and 
the native pastors increasing.

Two weeks ago he was dismissed from 
his position as brakeman on the Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne roiid, for drunken- 
ness. 
Angered at this he then made an 
attempt to |hoot his wife, but failing iu 
bis murdero^ purpose, he continued the 
debauch untu^this afternoon. 


Strong drink and the disappointments 
of life made the man almost a maniac 
and this afternoon he sought an interview 
with his wife at the home of her father, 
Peter Eiter, on Wallace street. 
He met 
Mrs. Jones in the summer kitchen and 
opened fire on the defenseless woman. 
He sent two ballets into her clothes, but 
happily none took effect. 


Mrs. Jones fled from her husband while 
her cries of "murder" pierced the air, 
and supposing the pistol did its deadly 
work the infuriated man stepped to the 
sidewalk and placing the weapon to his 
right temple sent a bullet into his brain. 


He reeled and fell lifeless to the brick 
pavement the author of his own untimely 
death. 


A c-owd of curious people gathered 
about the dead man. Officer Tremmel 
put his pistol, a 32 calibre, self-cocker, 
into the pocket. 
Dr. J. M, Dinnen 
viewed the remains on the sidewalk, but 
no one touched them until the under- 
taker arrived three-quarters of an hour 
later to cart them away unhonored to 
the morgue. 


Mr. Jones was about thirty vears of 
age and a wife and little baby girl sur- 
vive him. They live at No. 17 Smith 
street. 
There is crape on the door, 
while a dead husband and father awaits 
burial at Peltier's mortuary rooms. 


The unfortunate man is a son of the 
late Paul Jones, 
His old mother lives 
to endure the sorrow that a mother alone 
knows. 


It is said that Joe Manier, of Areola, 
is his brother-in-law, as is Gust Eiter, of 
this city.

An English gentleman was presented 
with a cast of Mahnsey sweet win«, 
which he ordered to be placed in an in 
ner room in his wine cellar. 
He was 
absent from home for a long time, anc 
on his return directed his butler to 
open the wine for his guests. 
His as 
tonishment may well be imagined when 
he was informed that the entrance to 
the room was closed by an ¿normous 
fungus growth. 
An entrance was ef- 
fected with difficulty by chopping the 
fungus with an ax. The cask was 
found empty, pressed against the ceil- 
ing, supported upon and surrounded by 
this vegetable matter, which almost en- 
tirely filled up the remaining »pace in 
tiie apartment. 


It is a common remark that farming 
doesn't pay, but the St. Johnsbury 
(Vt.) Caledonian 
has some sample 
facts to the contrary. 
It says: "Be- 
ginning at a farm a half-mile outside 
the limits of this village, and following 
that line all the way to the next town 
a distance of twelve mile.s, there are 
eleven contiguous farms. 
ON' every 
one of these farms the owners have not 
only been able to get a living, but all 
have laid up money; and the owners of 
every one are now what might be called 
forehanded. 
Several of these men are 
worth from $10,000 to i:15,000 eat 
while one of them is worth at least 
$.30,000, and this has been made oflT the 
farm on which they now live." 


A CITIZEN of Prague in Bohemia 
was visiting at Munich and sat there in 
a saloon when some foolish fellow 
managed to throw a little chUd's watch 
with chain and key attached into tíie 
glass of beer standing before the man 
The Bohemian swallowed the contents 
at a gulp and did not perceive the mis 
chievous trick until the watch was pass- 
ing dovyn to his stomach. 
The metal 
immediately began dissolving in the 
stomach, which it poisons and keeps in 
an incessant state of fever, causing it to 
reject every kind of food introduced. 
The man was dismissed from 
the 
Mnnich hospitial as incurable and 
now Iving in a hospital at Pragfue. He 
is kept alive by artificial food intro- 
duced by injections. But there being no 
hope of extracting the watoh from hia 
stomach, he is expected to succnmb to 
the slow and lingering process of star« 
•ation. 


Dr. Chas. C. Abbott says that tn e.x- 
perimenting on the intelligence of birds 
when he girdled branches on which 
birds had built their nests, causing the 
foliage to shrivel, exposing their nests, 
although they had laid their eggs they 
would abandon them; but if the nests 
already contained yoimg birds, not- 
withstanding the exposure, they would 
remain nntil the young were able to 
fly. He placed a number of pieces of 
woolen yam—red, 
yellow, 
purple, 
green, and gray in color—near a tree 
in which a couple of Baltimore orioles 
were building a nest. 
The pieces of 
yarn were all exactly alike except in 
color. 
There was an equal number of 
each color, and the red and yellow 
were purposely placed on the top. The 
birds chose only the gray pieces, put- 
ting in a few purple and blue ones 
when the nest was nearly 
finished. 
Not a red, yellow, or green strand was 
used. 


A St. Lours man has invented an 
automatic grain scale. 
It consists of a 
box with inclined partitions placed on 
an ordinary scale. 
Within this box is 
a revolving pan supported on a rock- 
ing lever. 
Attached to the lever is an 
upright upon which rests a vibrating 
valve for the ptirpose of cutting off the 
main flow of grain. 
Extending down 
from this valve is a rod that disturbs 
the equilibrium of the grain when tho 
pan is full and causes it to discharge 
itself. The grain pours through the 
main opening until the pan contains 
almost the required weight; then the 
level on which the pan rests rocks and 
partially cuts oft' the flow. The grain 
now runs in a very small stream until 
the weight is completed, when the box 
descends and the scale-beam 
rises, 
breaking the electric circuit, which, 
acting on the electro-magnet, causes 
the supplemental valve to cut off the 
C^ain completely.

On the farm of Edward 
Grinder, 
near the mouth of Mattawoman Greek, 
in Charles County, Maryland, there is 
a solitary, neglected grave of a distin- 
guished Marylander, who in revolution 
ary times served the nation on the 
field of battle, representing his State 
as a member of Congress, and was 
Governor from 1785 to 1788. The 
grave contains the remains of Gen. 
William Smallwood, who raised a ba- 
tallion of Marylanders in 1776, of 
which he was ColoneL 
He led another 
batallion of volunteers from the western 
shore of Maryland at the battle of Ger- 
mantown, and was with Gates in his 
southern campaign, ranking as Major 
General. 
He died in 1792, and his 
grave is marked by a walnut tree, 
planted by an old colored man—a 
former slave—in remembrance of his 
master's kindness, worth, and great- 
ness. 


A WKITBB in Science 
contributes a 
graphic description of the poison fangs 
and puncturing apparatus of the fe- 
male mosquito, which, it should be un- 
derstood, is- the only member of that 
family equipped for business and en- 
dowed with the musical faculty. The 
under lip of this interesting creature is a 
large, hairy tube, two millimeters long, 
open above, and serving as a sheath for 
the piercing apparatus, and terminated 
by two sensitive labellte and a central 
lancet-like ligule. 
The piercing appa- 
ratus is inclosed in the labrum, which 
is proTided with two maxillae, very 
sharp and barbed near the tip, and 
able to play back and forth like saws. 
Besides this contrivance there is a 
pharynx that sucks in the blood 'that 
the saws have let out of the veins of 
the victim. 
And, to cap the climax, 
this bloodthirsty female, not content 
with sawing the skin and sucking the 
blood, is possessed of a poison duct, 
from which it pumps an irritating fluid 
into the wound it has made. 


Sebastian Müller is the name of a 
man who has just arrived at New 
Haven, Conn., coming from his home 
in Switzerland. 
He and his perform- 
ance are described by a local 
print: 
"Muller is 25 years old, stands five feet 
eight inches in height, and tips the 
beam at 198^ pounds. 
He is well built, 
with large and massive shoulders, and 
splendidly-developed muscles on the 
arms and chest. 
Taking a stone about 
six inches long, and of the usual cobble- 
stone shape, he held it firmly with his 
left hand against an iron ball fastened 
to the top of the barrel. 
Then swing- 
ing his right arm around his head he 
brought the hand do-wn sideways with 
fearful force upon the stone about two 
inches from the end. 
With a crack the 
stone broke into several pieces, which 
flew off in different directions. The 
operation was exactly similar to that 
of a blacksmith weilding a sledge- 
liammer. 
The last stone broken was a 
nearly-round, tough-textured piece of 
white quartz, 
such as is often found 
along country roads. 
This was shivered 
into pieces. 
After the performance 
Muller's hand showed no sign of the 
fearful blows except a slight redness.'*

and left his trail of duplicity from San 
Francisco to New York.

ploits added forgery to his catalogue of 
graces, for which he was indicted and 
convicted and is now eking out a seven 
years' term.
